A circular was 
sent out December 26, 1908, to all proprietors of hotels and godowns, as well as to 
the shipping companies in the concession, asking them to second the efforts made 
by the council by collecting the rats found dead on their premises, and to send such 
rats to the sanitary authorities for examination. This circular was accompanied by 
instructions relative to the collection and handling of dead rats. A Chinese transla- 
tion of these instructions was sent to the Chinese newspapers, and 5,000 copies were 
posted in the streets and alleyways of the concession. 

Six gangs of coolies, armed with the necessary receptacles and antiseptics, each 
morning collected the rats. This system was put in operation December 28, and 
has been carried out each day. 

January 31 92 rats were found and necropsied in the laboratory. None presented 
evidences of plague.
